DOVLESTOWN. 


Political gossip has it that Snuator 


Rice and Assemblyman Wilkinson will 
again be candidate! for those office*. 
This baa led to the assumption that the; 
•would repieseot what has been termed the 
insurgent faction in the county. As Re- 
publicans view it here Senator Rice might 
do this and be consistent if any great 
number of insurgents were to be found; 
for he has all along been an anti-Quay 
man. Bnt with the lower end entitled to 
the nomination and the prospect of a-man 
of Pennypacker's character securing the 
Gubernatorial nomination there would not 
be much inducement for Senator Bice to 
go before the convention in any capacity. 
He has had the confidence of the people 
and has made a good record, but so long 
as the thing eoes by districts and turns 
there is nothing making it imperative 
that Senator Bice should be sent hack to 
Harrisburg and doubtless he takes the 
same sensible view of the situation. In 
brief, how could he be a candidate with- 
out implying either that he wants tha 
office very much or does not regard the 
lower district as having available candi- 
dates of equal ability and integrity? It 
is not likely, therefore, that Senator Bice 
will be a candidate. As to Mr. nilkin- 
son, the case is different. If the people 
of the middle district prefer him to an y 
other candidate he might let 4ils name go 
before the convention, but most assuredly 
not as the candidate of the insurgent 
faction. If it is understood that Mr. Wilk- 
inson is to enter the contest on that 
basis he cannot have a large following out- 
side of his own district unless be is the 
only candidate from the Middle. This is 
about the way Republicans in this locality 
size up the situation as it pertains to 
Messrs. Bice and Wilkinson. 


ELEVATED INJUNCTION DISSOLVED 


At the session of court held Monday 


morning Judge Yerkes handed down a 
lengthy opinion in the Neshaminy Ele- 
vated rase in which the preliminary in- 
junction was dissolved, wtnch means, so 
far as Judge Yerkes' views on the subject 
are concerned, that the 
Focht-Emery 


franchise is constitutional and that the 
company can exercise the right of emi- 
nent domain. The case is one familiar 
to the public having been the subject of 
litigation for a long time. Briefly set 
forth the contention waa over the con- 
struction of an elevated railway at Croy- 
don over lands belonging to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company and Henry L. 
Saw, Jr., and has been before the court 
in various phases for five years. 
The 


complainants contend that the act of June 
7th, 1901, familiarly kown as the Focht- 
Emory franchise act, under which the 
company was chartered, 
is unconstitu- 


tional; that there Is no necessity for it, 
and that it is but a scheme to evade the 
injunction of the Court forbiding the con- 
struction of the Philadelphia and Bristol 
Passenger Railway; that such an elevated 
railway, sixteen feet in the air, is a 
nuisance and serves no public purpose and 
that the right of eminent domain snould 
be conferred only becausejjf some public 
use which the corporation using it con- 
fers. 
The following extracts from the_ 


opinion define the court's position as to 
previous rulings and the present status of 
the case: 


Certain testimony showing attempts on 


former occasions to construct passenger 
railwajs and a steam railroad between the 
termini of the proposed Neshaminy Ele- 
vated Bailway, and the failure thereof was 
objected to,as immaterial and irrelevant 
to the issue now tryng. 


While the Court is of opinion that the 


'acts thus offered cannot control the 
present controversy, the testimony has 
seen received under exception, as it 
answers the somewhat useful* purpose of 
presenting the history of the protracted 
iff orts to construct a railway at the point 
in dispute which have culminated in the 
present conditions, 


An appeal was taken and is pending 


rom the action of 'the Court permitting a 
)ond to secure damages to be filed by de- 
fendant, and the point is made that such 
appeal operated as a enpersedeas. The 
order approving the bond and permitting 
the same to be filed was not a final judg- 
ment, but interlocutoiy only and therefore 
was not a Bupersedeas. 


The first ground of objection to the con- 


struction of the Neshaminy Elevated Ball- 
way is that there is. no necessity for it, 
and that it is but a scheme to evade the 
njunction of this Court of November 13, 
1897, forbidding the construction of the 
Philadelphia and Bristol Passenger Bail- 
way. 
The corporation which now pro- 


poses to construct an elevated passenger 
railway was farmed under the Act of June 
7th, 1901,providingior the "incorporation 
and government of passenger railways, 
either elevated or underground or partly 
ilevated and partly underground with sur- 
face rights." 
The eighth section ex- 


pressly confers the right of eminent 
domain and authorizes the construction 
of railways/ on, under, 
over, 
across 


through and along any street, highway or 
bridge, or on, over, under, through and 
along lands and tenements in private 
ownership,"and provides that the corpora- 
tion may fix and determine such route for 
the railway as the board of directors may 
deem expedient. The grant is within the 
well defined powers of the Legislature and 
It having conferred the discretion upon 
the corporation to judge of the expediency 
and necessity of the route of Its railway, 
the Court 
is 
without jurisdiction to 


interfere. 


AN OLD OFFENDER INVOLVED. 


George B. Brown, of Newtown, who 


achieved wide-spread notority a year or 
more ago, when sent to jail here for em- 
bezzlement 
after 
serving a term in 


Omaha, is again In trouble, this time 
charged with aiding a prisoner to escape 
while in the county jail. Two other for- 
mer convicts, James Dolan and Cornwall 
Walaton, are involved but have not been 
found as yet. 
The prisoner who escaped 


was John Baker. Brown had a hearing 
before Justice Wall on Saturday. Baker 
had been re-captured and was the chief 
witness against Brown. His statements 
In brief were to the effect that Brown, 
with the others, had kept watch while he 
scaled the prison wall and that Brown had 
called to him: "Keep your hat on straight 
and don't tqueal," Brown having an eye 
to the jail office atjjfet time. Brown was 
held in $800 baffler court, which was 
furnished by a friend. Since his release 
from prison Brown, who comes of a very 
respectable family, has been leading an 
honest life, it is said, and is winning the 
respect and confidence of his neighbors. 
In view of this his present plight is very 
unfortunate. 


COURT PROCEEDINGS. 


May criminal court convened on Mon- 


day morning with a fair list of oases. In 
bis remarks to tha Grand Jury Judge 
Yerkes directed their attention to com- 
plaints concerning the condition of public 
roads and the power of the Grand Jury to 
Indict for-nuisance in such cases. Henry 
Thomas, proprietor of a store at Klntnere- 
ville, was returned by Constable Keller for 
premitUng gambling to take place in bis 
establishment. This comprised the pre- 
liminary business. The CMM disposed of 
.during the term were as follows: 


Harry Toone, an old offender, went to 


the Fenenitentlary four yean for robbing 
a clothing store in Perkatie, the propri- 
etor* of which were •Wilson K. George and 
H. Clinton Moyer. The mine of the 
stolen clothing was $300. 
• 


Edwin-0. Rondenbnsh pleaded guilty to 


the theft of a set of harness, -the property 
of A. 3. Roberts, of Quakertown, and was 
sent to the county jail for two months. 


William Woodington confessed to the 


theft of a watch and other articles be- 
longing to his aunt, Laura Chambers, of 
Tullrtown, but sentence was sjspeuded, 
this being the boy's first offence.

CATHOUC INFLUENCE. 


It has long been the practice of preach- 


ers of the Protestant religion to assail the 
tenets of the Roman Catholic faith, but it 
is doubtful if any religion or the ex- 
ponents of any creed have had the in- 
fluence for good upon members of church 
organizations as has the Roman Catholic 
belief and the parish priests.

A not- 
able evidence of the remarkable and bene- 
ficial influences exercised by Catholic 
priests was witnessed at Hazelton on Sun- 
day when Father J. V, Hussie, rector of 
St. Gabriels Church preached a vigorou 
sermon and urged the striking miners t 
adheie to the resolutions adopted at thei 
recent convention. He is rector of th 
church of which the late Father E. 
Phillip, who did so much for the miners 
jtwo years ago and last spring, had charge 
Most of the members of the congregation 
are miners from the Hazelton Distric 
Father Hussie is an ardent total absti 
nence advocate, and that portion of th 
statement from President Mitchell las 
Friday advising the miners to abstain 
from liquor and to remain away from th 
collieries during the suspension struc 
his fancy. 
He said that by keeping sobe 


the strikers would convey to the out Bid 
world that they were peaceable and re 
epected citizens, and that their fight fo 
better conditions was a just one. He ad 
vised the wives and sisters of the miner 
to recognize no young men who do no 
display the bine ribbon, the sign of tota 
abstinence. 


The saloon keepers were warned b 


Father Huesie not to encourage drinking 
on the part of the strickerg. The boys o 
the parish were given positive instruction 
not to carry beer from saloons for thei 
parents, and if asked to do so to flatly re 
fuse, even at the risk of being punished 
He' asked the entire congregation to tak 
the total abstinence pledge, and said 
"Beware, if you prove yourselves hypo 
orites 
to this pledge," 
which 
is a 


follows:— 


"I promise in honor of the eaored thin 


of our Lord Jesus Christ on the cross tc 
abstain from the use of all intoxicating 
liquor until the present labor difficulty i 
settled," 


Then the entire assemblage rose, and 


with uplifted hands, solemnly repeate< 
the pledge. This programme was carrle< 
out at all the Masses, and fully 2600 per 
sons forswore liquor until the strike i 
over. 
Father Hussie urged the miner 


to pray fervently and unceasingly for the 
success of their cause. 


The contest which ie being waged in th

AUSTRALIA MORE PR00RESSIVE 


THAN UNITED STATES. 


Miss Vida Goldstein, who came to the 


United State* a* a delegate from Aus- 
tralia to the International Equal Suffrage 
Association and also to inveitigate for 
the Australian Government the penal in- 
stitutions of the United State* ha* been 
lecturing In many of the large cities in 
this country. 
' 


,In commenting upon her lecture in 


Boston a writer in the Boston Transcript 
«ays:— 


"Just why it is that men of intelligence 


are apparently broader in tolerance in 
that country than in this i* not easily ex 
plained, nor why the women of attothe 
continent a* large in area as the Unite 
State* have proved themeelvee more prc 
gressive and unitedly willing than th 
women of America to put to the teat a 
e-pariment so far-reaching in it* import 
ance ae this privilege - of suffrage f< 
women. Apparently nothing has happened 
a* yet to disturb Australian home* in gen 
eral, or annex her women who avail them 
solve* of this opportunity. 
The grea 


Commonwealth at the antipodes is a 
serenely unconscious qf the demoralizin 
sequelae of voting, which form the chlS 
argument* of dissenters in this country 
Psychologically, It is a curious problem 
that a phase of evolution so natural an 
logical, which is predicted so unmUta 
ably by the march of events all over th 
world, should be conceded so grudging: 
in a country which i* a synonym for pro 
gross, liberty, and enlightenment, an 
where resistance to taxation without rep 
resentatlon IB a historic slogan, while in 
a compartively new country, which owi 
allegiance to t monarchy, the emancipa 
tion from the Oriental ideas of woman' 
place is established without difficulty. 


That there is yet need of miselpnar 


work from one Bide or the other is ev 
denoed by the ingenuoue remark of a lad 
who wae recently asked to attend a suf 
rage meeting in Brcokline. 
'Why jes 


she replied, hesitatingly. 'I think I woul 
like to go if I ought to.

Slums And Mantliughtar. 


When people hear of a murder bein 


committed in a slum they are apt to mak 
excuses for the criminal on the grouni 
that the conditions of life there are sue 
as to encourage a tendency to crime 
Overcrowding leads to enforced associa 
tion with irritating neighbors; bad air in 
duces a resort to drink, which makes an 
ordinary peaceful man murderous in hi 
inclinations, and so on. Even scientifi 
criminologists 
sometime doclare tha 


crime exists in direct proportion to th 
density of population, i'et, though i 
may be admitted that murders are mor 
common in the lower and overcrowdec 
parts ot a town than in its better quar 
ters, it does not follow that the mere fac 
of a greater density of population ehoul 
bear the whole blame. At least the sta 
tistics of crime seem to show that it is a 
dangerous to have too 'few neighbors a 
too many. Last year the Chicago Times 
Herald collected the statistics of the 
year's murders in the 
United States. 


These showed ttiat the smallest nnmbe 
of murders had been committed in Ver 
mont—only six in the year—while at the 
otber end of the scale stood Tense, witl 


record of 1021. 
Texas is certainly 


larger than Vermont, which might ex 
plain part of the difference, but not all 
if densitv of population ia to be regardei 
as a factor, for Vermont is much the more 
thickly populated of the two. 
Almos 


identical in the number of murders are 
Illinois, with 315, and Mississippi, with 
317; but the latter has a population e 
only 1,650,000, as against the 5,800,000 
persons who inhabit the former. Ver 
mont's 350,000 inhabitants committed, as 
we have said, only six murders in the year 
while among the 60,000 inhabitants of Ne- 
vada there were 29.

density of population theory outs both 
ways? Is it not as dangerous for a man to 
lave too few neighbors as too many; anc 
may not a strong and wholesome public 
opinion, backed up by the presence of a 
wliceman within easy call, help to teach 
he unenlightened the value of human 
ife as

A P«trlfl«d Forest. 


The Arizonian petrified forest covers an 


area of nearly 100 square miles. 
Within 


its bounds the wonderful trees lie scattered 
in wild profusion. 
Not one !B atasding— 


most ara 
broken into huge sections, 


stripped of limb ano twig—greet, glisten- 
ing log! of rook. Time was when the 
.forest giants were sturdy with life and 
mantled with luxuriant foliage. This was. 
many yeara ago, for centuries before 
Columbus landed the prehistoric inhabi- 
tants of America were wont to build them- 
selves houses of petrified logs. Remains 


• of their ancient dwellings, grouped in 
| village*, have been discovered recently, 
| and it is doubtful whether the most lux- 
urious people k»own ever bad 
homes 


, built of rarer or more beautiful material. 


Onyx, jasper, agates, and opals, in all Uie 
various -varieties of pattern and color, 
were the materials used to make these 
prehistoric dwellings. But ages and ages 
before the date of the villages, the trees 
of the forest were of stone, and lay in pre- 
cisely the same position as today. 
In 


abort, when man first appeared on earth, 
the forest had already been in its present 
condition millions of yeare—so the record 
of geology declares. This will serve to 
satisfy our curiosity as to the trees' ages. 
When they tossed their brancnea to the 
breeze, this continent was in the begin- 
ning of its; tormatlon. There waa sea'be- 
tween where the Rockies and the Alle- 
gbanies now stand—and the Rockies had 
not yet come into existance. 
This was 


the epoch known as the Mesozolc Age, 
when the reptile* appeared. 
Probably 


the trees lived for 1000 years before meet- 
ina their fate. They'were of the same 
kind as the great red-wood trees of Cali- 
fornia. When they died they were carried 
some distance by streams and water- 
logged, probably ;hard by an inland sea. 
Here they were turned into stone, the 
wood, as it decomposed, being replaced by 
the silica in the sand that gradually cov- 
ered it. Particle by particle, each cell 
was replaced by mineral matter, so that 
the original form, to minutest details, waa 
exactly reproduced.

To Dredge the Upper Delaware. 


Within a few days the work of dredging 


the Deleware River at Trenton will begin, 
and it is expected that by the 15th of 
Tune the channel will have been deepened 
sufficiently to permit steamers to sail as 
'ar as the Pennsylvania Railroad bridge. 
Thin will ensue safety to excursion steam- 
re plying between Trenton and Philadel- 


phia, and will eliminate all possibility of 
letting stuck in the sand. The work is bo- 
ng done by the Delaware River Naviga- 
tion Company, which operates a number 
of steamers between Philadelphia and the 
•lew Jersey and 
Pennsylvania towns 


along the shores of the Delaware as far up 
as Trenton. 
In recent years the company 


las been able to bring its steamers only as/ 
"ar as the outskirts ot Trenton. 


This has been a great inconvenience to 


passengers, and has been a reason for a 
ailing oft in river traffic. Several months 
ago the officials of the company sailed up 
he river to see if it was feasible to deep- 
en the channel. 
An expert engineer was 


in 
the 
party, 
and 
after making a 


thorough examination of the bed of the 
river, he gave his opinion that much could 
be done to improve the channel. His 
plans for doing so were adopted, and~a 
contract was made with a dredging com- 
pany. The work will be done at a great 
cost, but the benefits which will result 
from this improvement will be enough to 
repay the outlay. The company will erect 
a large pier and storehouse near the rail- 
road bridge, and when this is completed 
passengers and freight will be landed in 
the very heart of Trenton. It is predicted 
that traffic on the river will be stimulated, 
and if results warrant it, the fleet of 
steamers will be increased.

WOMEN IN POLITICS. 


It is too late to talk of keeping women 


out of politics. They are in politics al- 
ready. When the women's clubs go: down 
In e body to plead for an anti-expectora- 
tion ordinance before the city fathers, 
they are meddling ia politics, as the ex- 
pression goes, much more conspicuously 
and much less effectively than if they 
registered their opinions by turning the 
crank of a voting machine. 
When the 


women of New York raited $30,000 by per- 
sonal solicitation in the recent Low cam- 
paign they wore as much in politics as tbe 
man who comes around with a satchel a 
fortnight before election, notwithstanding 
that many of them were anti-suffragists. 


The question which confronts us today 


is not whether women shall go into poli- 
tics, but how shall they go In. Whether 
they shall go in decently and honorably, 
in the purifying light 
of 
publicity, 


through the front door, or whether they 
shall sneak in deviously in the unwhole- 
some darkness of concealment through the 
back door. In a word, whether they shall 
be voters or lobbyists. 


The ballot is a tool. Suffrage is essen- 


tially a means and not an end. Women 
need the ballot because it is one efficient 
tool to improve the civil and economic 
condition of womanhood. 
The Russian 


farmer who uses a handplow can still raise 
a crop, but he cannot hope to compete 
with his scientific American rival who 
uses improved agricultural machinery, 
backed by knowledge of soils, and drain- 
age, and climate conditions. So women 
can occasionally obtain favors from the 
powers that be, at the coat of their own 
dignity and honesty, by that species of 
the black art called indirect influence; but 
they cannot compete for one instant with 
an enfranchised opposition, armed with 
the effective instrument, the ballot, and 
fortified by practical knowledge of polit- 
ical conditions. HELEN M. ROGERS. 


WOMEN VOTE IN LARGE NUMBERS. 


A wave of woman's rights struck this 


section of the country last Saturday with 
a force that surprised the broadest and 
Boost liberal minded politicians. Never in 
the history of Central Illinois were so 
many women seen at the polls and their 
concerted action through club organiza- 
tions proved more successful than the 
most sanguine expected. They went into 
the school election with a determination 
to win and not only in Mattoon but in 
Pana and other club towns they turned 
out by hundreds and carried the day. It 
is a practical demonstration 
of what 


women can do and their success last Sat- 
urday will give them a stimulus and in- 
centive to go further in the work of 
reform, nnd no doubt they will accomp- 
lish much if they go at it as they did then 
in a quiet, determined and united man- 
ner. About 700 voted in this city for 
school directors and the ticket backed by 
the clubs won out by a sweeping majority. 
They did not loudly proclaim what they 
intended to do bat they agreed to stand 
by a certain ticket which they honestly be- 
lieved was for the best interests of the 
schools, and quietly they worked, bring- 
ing about a veritable landslide. Another 
feature worthy of mention ia the feet that 
not one penny pased 
hands to 
the 


knowledge of the club women. It was an 
absolutely clean election, no excitement, 
no indecent language and no drunkenness. 
Neither by word or action was there an 
affront or insult offered by any man to one 
of the hundreds of women ,\v!io visited the 
polling place to deposit a ballot. 1,600 
men and women passed and repassed each 
other pleasantly and respectfully and the 
presence of the latter gave to the voting 
place an -atmosphere of refinement that 
could not have been mantamed without 
the presence ef those who demand respect 
and will have it. Crushed is the theory 
that women can not vote without surrend- 
ering their womanliness, and crushed also 
is the theory put 
forth by some that 


women are not level headed enough and 
have not the judgment to vote intelli- 
gently.—Mattoon, 111., Commercial,
